A Look Around at the Hilton

Feed manufacturing is so diverse in character and widespread in ge 
raphy that it seldom looks like one of the nation’s top ten industries that

Then, there was the huge National Feed Industry 
Show in the exhibition hall, where displays were valued at over half a million 
dollars, and which underscored the great revolution in feed formu 
lation but also in machinery and technique—that has occurred in the industry

in the past 10 years. Too bad no one is in a position to make an accurat 
estimate of the amount of new capital funds that have been literally poured 
into feed manufacturing in the past five years. The total is a staggering one 
of many millions and is only dimly understood and appreciated even in the 


feed industry itself. In

But perhaps the most certain evidence that the feed industry is a b 
boy now was the presence at the convention of Rep. Clarence H. Brown, of 
Missouri, who is heading a congressional committee investigating the ex 
nomics of poultry raising and the committee counsel, Mortyn K. Zietz. When 
Congress gets interested, you have hit the big time AFMA

chairman, after reading the committee questionnaire sent to financing feed 
manufacturers, commented that it was evident that Congressman Brow: 
came from the “Show Me” state. 

In truth, the congressman made quite a favorable impression on th 
feed men who visited with him and at the press conference that followed 
the AFMA directors meeting. In his years of radio adverti in Nashville 
and Springfield, Mo., Mr. Brown was associated with some feed accounts 
and is not totally unfamiliar with the industry, while the committee counse] 
Mr. Zietz, has done considerable legal work in this field and is the author 


of some articles on that subject which have been printed Feedstuffs. It 
may well need some understanding and know-how to get the correct story 
of the hearings to the public press. At the Hilton press conference, the 
various businesss publications got the facts all right, but the local news 
paper reporters were completely at sea and had to have a special briefir 
afterward. 

The poultry problem was not the only study subject on Mr. Browr 
agenda while in Chicago. He also was looking into aspects of the local retail 
gasoline price wars.

ilso may have been the most abstemious. The “world’s biggest cocktail party,”

Broiler Expansion 

Noting the steady growth of the 
broiler industry over a_ period of 
nearly 20 years, Mr. Miller asserted 
that broiler production has led the 
poultry industry in production ex 
pansion, increasing at the rate of 
20% per year since the mid-thirties, 
for other reasons than those of fi- 
nancing methods 

Expansion of the broiler industry 
became a “must according to Mr

tion expanded, supplies from farm 
flock declined. This transition was 
brought about by improvements in

the rate of lay of hens and improve- 
ment in production methods which 
have resulted in a reduction in the 
number of chickens that must be 
raised for every pullet entering the 
farm flock 

If, Mi Miller declared, “egg 
production methods had not changed 
from those of 20 years ago, there 
would be almost no need for a broiler 
industry today to supply present 
needs for chicken meat.” 


As expansion developed, according 
to the USDA poultry division chief, 
larger, more efficient production 
units concentrated in specific areas 
were necessary 

From that directional trend there 
has resulted the intense competitive 

dition which has resulted in “tre- 
mendous progress in achieving the 
supply of more and better quality 
products to an ever expanding popu- 
lation because of many important 
developments.” 


Contractual Relationships 


As production expansion pro- 
gressed, similar vast changes de- 


veloped in marketing methods, bring- 
ing out a close relationship between 
marketing 
units 
Commercial] poultry production re- 
quires large capital investment and 


agencies and producing 


that “where money is furnished by 
the feed dealer, hatchery or pro- 
cessors on a contractual arrange- 
ment, it is usual for the arrange- 
ment to provide for guidance and 
management on the part of the en- 
terprise.” 

It is this feature of contractual 
relationships which has provoked an 
“emotional response” from poultry- 
men to the effect that the trend in 
the broiler and poultry industry as 
a whole has destroyed the independ- 
ence of the small businessman. 

Mr. Miller explained that as USDA 
sees it, there is a chain of relation- 
ship between the producer, the hatch- 
eryman and the feed dealer which 
has been dubbed “integration,” also 
rapidly becoming a nasty name in 
poultry industry circles. 


Comments on Integration 

For the benefit of the committee, 
Mr. Miller enumerated the USDA 
analysis of complaints and comments 
on the subject of integration received 
at that agency 

Here they are—15 in number: 

1. The producer does not assume 
a great financial risk. His greatest 
investment is frequently his labor. 

2. Producers’ income is largely pre- 
determined and established by con- 
tract. 

3. Contracting makes a_ better 





grower of the inexperienced man. 
Professional advice and supervision 
by experienced field men minimize 
production and marketing problems 
for the grower. 

4. Producers’ cash profits are lim- 
ited 

5. The mobility of operation is 
stifled. Changes in economic condi- 
tions are not reflected, by the grow- 
er, by changes in production 

6. Incentives for maximum pro- 
ducer efficiency are largely lost. 

7. The best growers do not receive 
rewards commensurate with their 
natural skills 

8. Administrative costs are in- 
creased under an integrated business 

9. A higher level of skilled busi- 
ness management is required. 

10. Diversity of business provides 
financial mobility and a buffer 
against periodic depressed conditions 
in any one operating unit. 

11. Greater over-all efficiency is 


| possible 


12. All phases of operation must 
work at the same level, which tends 
to induce a high level of production. 
Mobility of operations is stifled 

13. Competition within the indus- 
try may be weakened 

14. Lower processing costs result 
from full capacity, full-time opera- 
tions. 

15. Quality of broilers is improved. 


Major Causes 

According to Mr. Miller, the major 
causes of the development of con- 
tractual relationships between the 
three major industry components 
are: (1) Large capital requirements 
involving problems of obtaining capi- 
tal and the management of it; (2) 
benefits resulting from planning and 
coordinating all segments of the in- 
dustry from the hatchery supply 
flocks to the finished processed prod- 
ucts; and (3) awareness of the large 
risks facing the small operator, 
which can, to some extent, be aver- 
aged out by year-round operations 
of a large diversified firm. 

Mr. Miller called attention to 





average prices received by producers 
for poultry and eggs in the pre-war 
period of 1935-39 where the USDA 
index showed 110 for those products, 
compared with an index for them of 
194 in the last five years. These in- 
dices, according to Mr. Miller, re- 
flect generally the supply-demand 
situation. 

Assuming the role of forecaster 
for USDA, Mr. Miller predicted that 
egg prices will rise later this year 
in view of the indicated cutback of | 





replacement flocks 
1957. But he saw little hope that 
broiler and turkey prices will make 
parallel] gains. 


Committee Questions 

Under examination by committee 
members, Mr. Miller said that some 
years back, the broiler industry re- 
sponded quickly to adverse pricing 
conditions, but recently this phase 
of the poultry industry has been 
very slow to make the necessary 
production adjustment. Mr. Miller 
said the current adjustment period 
for the broiler iridustry ran between 
9 and 15 months, but he noted that 
currently there were some favorable 
signs that a slow adjustment may 
be under way. 

Questioning on this point was 
from Chairman Brown and seemed to 
indicate that he may show by in- 
ference later that this delay of ad- 
justment may be the consequence of 
outside control by feed dealers, 
hatcherymen or others engaged in 
fiscal or management control over 
broiler operations. 

Chairman Brown also touched on 
newspaper reports of ruinous condi- 
tions in the egg industry in New Jer- 
sey last year, which the report called 
the “worst depression that ever hap- 
pened to the New Jersey egg indus- 
try.” Mr. Miller agreed that this re- 
port was generally correct, but com- 
mented that in judging, one should 
take into consideration supply in re- 
lation to demand. 

Pursuing what indicated ruinous 
low price levels for broilers as 
charged in an unidentified letter to 
the chairman, Mr. Brown asked the 
witness if it would not indicate that 
thousands of pounds of broiler meat 
had virtually been given away by 
the broiler producers. Mr. Miller did 
not concede this point, however, re- 
plying that in many businesses there 
are periods where the producer will 
continue to maintain operations even 
though he may temporarily sell at a 
loss. 

On the subject of poultry indus- 
try margins, Mr. Miller asserted 
that he believed the marketing mar- 


gins were reasonable—the spread 
between the farm price and the re- 
tail price amounted to about half 


the retail price, he asserted. 

Congressman Timothy P. Sheehan 
(R., Ill.) said it had been his experi- 
ence as a congressman dealing with 
business that when there were busi- 
ness declines after long periods of 
profitable operations, businessmen 
came running to Washington for 
emergency aid. He asked if this 
might not possibly be the condition 
in poultry now

this point. Mr. Miller commented 
that reports from the _ northeast 
poultry area indicate that they do 
not want any federal government 
intervention, and he added that this 
current concern about contractual

The loan 
carried 6%; the bank got four; the 
state got two. As soon as the bank- 
ers began to observe the soundness 
of it, it was discarded, and last year 
they paid 2% back into the treasury 
and all the interest. I don’t believe 
we could get them to do that in the 
broiler business right now. 

Some phases of our industry may 
be a little sick right now, but the 
people in the U.S. have got to eat. 
Citizens must discipline themselves. 
We lack private enterprise, and I am 
for it, but we have the public. We 
accept the challenge that 
goes with it 

A friend of mine organized a bank 
in Mississippi 50 years ago. He called 
it, The People’s Bank. This is a true 
story. When he had his first direc- 
tors’ meeting that morning and was 
fixing to open the bank, he said, “Fel- 


lers, see that name out there? That 
is a misnomer. It belongs to us.” 

That is not true today. I think you 
can eventually get the financing 
home on a local basis, but you have 
got to remove the risk from the loan. 
That is all there is to it. 

The average banker gets 6%. He has 
no other mark-up in his business. 
When you loan a man $100 at 6%, 
that is $106 if he uses it for a year. 
If you lose that hundred, figure how 
many hundreds you've got to lend 
back to make just that $100. 

I know you fellows in the feed 
business sometimes feel the banker 
is not listening, and possibly he isn't; 
but you may not be saying anything 
either. 

I know one town where there is a 
lot of poultry activity. The bank 
doesn’t look after it much. I hear 
complaints from feed and equipment 
men. If it means that much to them, 
the feed boys haven't done a good 
job either. I am going to have to say 
it the way I feel. 

If you can go out and sell a man 
feed and put him in business, if it 
is sound for your credit man, it is 
sound for a banker. If it is not sound 
for a banker, you can make it sound 
for him. I can’t tell you how, but 
the margin of profit is just too small.

Research with cereal grains under 
the proposed program includes sug- 
gestions to find more uses for them 
in the manufacture of paper and pa- 
per products, to develop and to ex- 
pand existing industrial uses of wheat 
gluten, to develop new and improved 
milling and processing methods, to 
use grain products for the produc- 
tion of fibers and films, to incorpor- 
ite grain or grain products in struc- 
tural materials, to make greater use 
of cereal grains as raw materials for 
the production of plastics and plasti- 


cizers and to expand the use of grain 
products as sources of important 
chemical agents needed by the petro- 
leum industry 

The commission recommended that 
15% of the annual gross receipts from 
customs revenues be used to finance 
the expanded utilization research 
work. This would be an addition to 
the 30% of customs revenues already 
set aside to be used undér direction 
of the secretary of agriculture. The 
funds available for research under 
this provision could be carried for- 
ward in amounts not to exceed a to- 
tal of $150,000,000. 

Under the plan for an independent 
agricultural research and industrial 
board recommended by the commis- 
sion, no research would be conducted 
by the board itself but it would co- 
operate with USDA and other groups 
or individuals who conduct research 
in this field. The board would direct 
“a comprehensive program for re- 
search, process development, pilot- 
scale tests, market study, trial com- 
mercialization, and educational work

New research has given impetus to 
the trend toward including supple 
mental vitamin E in poultry rations 
The sum of these findings is that 
vitamin E, like methionine, is a 
multi-functional nutrient, satisfying 
a wide range of metabolic needs in 
poultry:

Prevents Poultry Disorders 


An unusually wide variety of poul- 
try disorders are ascribed wholly or 
in part to a deficiency of vitamin E. 
Among them are: hock disorder in 
poults, encephalomalacia or “Crazy 


Chick Disedse,” muscular degenera 


tion in chickens (see U.S.1. FEED 
NEWS, Feb., 1957) and deteriora 
tion of capillary walls (exudative 


diathesis). Vitamin E also functions 
as an antioxidant, improving both 
fat stability and meat quality. 


Recommended Levels 

In view of these findings, vitamin E 
should be considered in formulating 
modern poultry feeds. Although the 
requirement for vitamin E varies 
with the amount of physiological 
stress, it has been found practical to 
add amounts ranging from 6000 to 
25.000 International Units of Vita- 
min E per ton of feed. Some research 
ers, however, have recommended lev- 
els as high as 50,000 International 
Units per ton of feed.

Growth by Hastening 
Assimilation of Feed 


The growth stimulating effect of 
antibiotics may be partly explained 
by a study showing that antibiotics 
speed up digestion in poultry. 

The intestinal wall was found to 
be thinner in birds fed an antibiotic, 
which permitted quicker passage of 
nutrients into the blood stream. This 
might contribute to better feed utili- 
zation and growth.

In Improperly Heated Soybean Meal 


Soybean meal has become the major source of protein in commercial 
feeds. Unless care is taken to heat-treat the meal properiy during manu- 
facture, however, the growth depressing factor naturally present in the

Recent tests in Europe have shown 
that the essential sulfur amino acid, 
methionine, restores improperly heat- 
treated soybean meal to its full pro- 
tein value, with growth response as 
good as in fully processed meal.

Let's Stop Government Waste!

Citizens Committee for the Hoover Report 


EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the 
second of six articles which deal 
with the problems of cutting waste 
in the federal government. How gov- 
ernment waste was tackled by the 
first Hoover Commission in its two- 
year study is discussed in this ar- 
ticle. Finally, it tells how the com- 
mission's recommendations were put 
into practice. Mr. Francis, chairman 
of the Citizens Committee for the 
Hoover Report, is former board 
chairman of General Foods Corp. 


HOW CAN GOVERNMENT 
WASTE BE STOPPED?—The first 
article (Feedstuffs, May 4) showed 


some of the waste and duplication 
in the federal government which the 
second Commission found 
The commission did not stop there. 
It made specific recommendations on 
how this waste could be stopped. 
The

first Hoover Commission com- 
pleted its work in 1949. In all it 
made 273 recommendations for 
“streamlining” Uncle Sam and re- 
ducing his “wasteline.”’ Between 1949 


and 1952 some 72% of these recom- 
mendations were adopted by Con- 
gress and the administration. The 
total savings thus far resulting from 
these actions are estimated at over 
$7 billion 

And that, in non-technical lan- 
guage, “ain't hay.” Among the many 
benefits of the commission's work 
were (1) great gains in unification 
of the Armed Services, (2) rebuild- 


ing and strengthening of the Depart- 
ment of Labor to cabinet status, (3) 
creation of a Department of Health, 
Education & Welfare, (4) consoli- 
dation of four agencies into a single 
General Services Administration to 
do the government's “housekeeping” 
more efficiently and at less cost, (5) 
reorganization of the Internal Reve- 
nue Service eliminating much con- 
fusion and corruption, (6) separation 
of subsidies from payments to air- 
lines for carrying mail

One good move begets 
The General Services Agency made 
a survey and found one government 
unit that had a 93-year supply of 
fluorescent bulbs on hand, another 
with a 247-year supply of looseleaf 
binders. Had there been no first 
Hoover Commission, there would 
have been no General Services 


Agency to discover these things and 
correct them 

Thus the first Hoover Commission 
great precedent by showing 
that something could be done to root 
out the weeds of waste in the gar- 
dens of government. But federal re- 
organization is a colossal task or, as 
former President Truman put it, a 
“never-ending job.” The first com- 
mission left much “unfinished busi- 
ness

Thus, in 1953, was born the second 
Hoover Commission, also unanimous- 


ly created by Congress pretty much 
in the image of the first. The second 
commission labored for two years 


and produced a 3.3 million-word re-

it upon themselves to evolve with a 
code of ethics under which they will 
operate. Indeed, the better companies 
are doing so now. 

These and other problems in min- 
eral nutrition can and should be met 
The use of radioisotopes has now 
opened up the possibility of approach- 
ing some of the research problems 
that were considered unsolvable prior 
to World War II.

Economist Notes Trend 


Toward Bigger Units 


ITHACA, N.Y.—Under present-day 
conditions, it is questionable whether 
a flock of 2,300 birds can provide a 
full-time living for a poultryman, a 
Cornell marketing specialist said re- 
cently 

Prof. Wendel] Earle predicted that, 
in the years ahead, “a large part of 
the commercial poultry industry of 
New York State will be concentrated 
in the hands of poultrymen with 5,000 
or more layers.” 





He said a record summary of 36 
New York poultry farms indicates 
that the trend toward larger busi- 
nesses is likely to continue 

“For example,” he said, “the 12 
largest farms with an average of 


5,500 layers had a labor income of 
$5,300, while the 12 middle size farms 
with 2,300 layers had a labor income 
of $2,500.” 

Prof. Earle said many of the farms 
in the “middle size” group are plan 
ning to enlarge their businesses 

“We will always have a large num 
ber of part-time poultry businesses 
where the main source of income is 
either an off-the-farm job, or some 


other type of farming,” the profes- 
sor said. 

“But the age of specialization is ac- 
celerating the trend towards a larg 
full-time operation,” he stated

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ple learn.’ Learning is a change in 
behavior. If an individual can do 
something now that he couldn't do 
before, then he has learned. The abil- 
ity to do is the basic premise upon 
which we should build our whole con- 
cept of manpower development.” 

There are three areas in which a 
person may learn—knowledge, skills, 
attitudes. Of these three, attitudes 
are the most important. 

What a person does, Mr. Mold con- 
tinued, depends upon his will to do 
and his ability to do, and both de- 
pend upon what a person has learned. 
What a person learns to do, depends 
upon effective application of the 
three principles of learning: 

1. A person learns to do any given 
activity only when he does the ac- 
tivity to be learned. If you listen at- 
tentively to a lecture, you will re- 
member 10% of what you hear. With- 
in three months you will forget 70% 
of that. On the other hand, you will 
remember 50% of what you see and 
hear and 90% of what you do.

There is no blanket formula for 
contriving a sound business organi- 
zation, he pointed out. But there are 
valuable aids for those coping with 
organizational problems.
